“T have no doubt that people have won- 
dered when some crook, caught in the 
‘act and without 
Which he came to grief, could give bond,” 
‘said Frank G,. Miller, an ex-convict, to a 
Journal reporter with whom he had pre- 
‘viousiy Become acquainted. 
| “There is nothing strange about it," 
‘continued Miller, ‘‘for we have an organ- 
‘{zation for mutual protection, and this 
has representatives in every large city 
and in some of the smaller ones of the 
United States and Canada. Usually in 
the smaller places these are lawyers, and 
if the crook is pinched in a place where 
he has no iriends he knows who to send 


“Should the case be an aggravated one, 
and the crook in good standing with the 
organization, the amount of bond requtr- 
ed is learned and the society is notified to 
send enough to square a couple of bonds- 
men.

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WITH BUDDHIST RITES 
HEARN GOES TO GRAVE 


Tokio, October 5.—(Specia] Corre- 
spondence.)—Lafcadio Hearn, the poet 
of Japan, was buried on the after- 
noon of the 29th with Buddhist rite. The 
funeral service was held in his most be- 
loved temple Ji-sho-in, of Ichigaya, or 
the Kobudera as the people call it, in 
whose garden he walked every afternoon. 
Some forty Japanese professors and one- 
hundred Japanese students from the Im 
perial university and the Waseda univer- 
sity, sad in heart and full of respect for 
the memory of the dead teacher, attend- 
ed the service.- The flowers, chrysanthe- 
mumg and mokusei blossoms richly per- 
fumed—which he loved best—adorned his 
coffin. A wreath of laurel with the fol- 
lowing inscription was presented from 
his former students: 

“In memory of Lafcadio Hearn, whose 
pen was mightier than the sword of the 
victorious nation which he loved and lived 
among, and whose highest honor it shall 
ever be to have given him citizenship and, 
alas, a grave.’ , 

Seven Buddhist priests read the Sutra. 
There were the clouds of incense—sweet 
like the breath of the Lord Buddha, We 
were sad. His widow dropped her head. 
His eldest son and his other two little 
boys knelt before their father's coffin and 
bowed as do the Japanese boys, Then 
again we burned incense and repeated 
the holy name. The bells rang and there 
Was the greatest silence from the sad- 
dest feeling when the services were fin- 
ished. His funeral was the most sincere 
one held in a long time.

'an experience he has never felt, 

No man who has not known the want 
‘of breaq can understand the grip of 
real hunger, of empty pockets and no 
' clear prospect of another meal; nor 
/e2an any man, the owner of a refined 
‘home, realize the fascination of a warin 
'and cheerful public house bar as com- 
| pared with the appalling kLarenness 
‘an attic, corners of which are let off to 
other lodgers, and where children fignt 
ong scramble their way through life. 

There is too much of this pharisaical 
‘uplifting of hands, for who would not 
| drink—the public house Is the bright 
spot in these grey lives—when leading 
| so miserable an existence? 

It is easy for those who live in plenty 
to be righteous and law-abiding, but for 
those tu whom meals come uncertainly 
the very sight of plenty adds to their 
despair, and they drink to drown for a 
while the terror of living. 

It i6 this poverty, grinding, despairing 
peverty, that produces the moral coma 
which leads to Aebauchery and sensu- 
ality. Even as in all life the burden 
falls the heaviest upon the woman, so 
the woman in the days or tribulation 
turns to good or evil with all her heart 
and soul. Evil is the heritage of the 
East Eng woman. and in her degrada- 
tion her life and home become a very 
hell incarnate. 


The Working Woman. 

(Here it would be well to differentiate 
between the ‘‘working’’ woman and the 
East End woman, or the submerged 
tenth, as Mrs. 
has named them. The word “working” 
has been useg to cover a vast class of 
people, not only by those who make 
money out of sordid details, but alse 
by the common mind. This has caused 
a gross injustice to a class of men and 
women who are honcrable and hard 
working, and as wide as the poles from 
the cosmopolitan Fmst Ender. 

Drinking women, as defining the class 
that is the product of centuries of degra- 
dation, contain most of the vices and few 
of the virtues of every country. They are 
a type essentially of their own: their 
men are invariably tradeless and live by 
the most precarious means. The mean- 
ing of marriage is unknown to them; 
truth, integrity, honor are not even parts 
of speech to them, and from this ele- 
ment springs our depraved and criminal! 
population. Their. ranks are frequently 
avemented by decadent spirits from all 
classes of Hfe who become, frequently, 
more loathsome than themselves and, if 
possfble, will not work at all. 

““Working’’ women, on the other hand, 
using the word in its generic sense, are 
immense stratas above this other class of 
women. Look for a moment at the land- 
marks of their history. The trade unions 
have been built up on the self-sacrifice 
and hard work not only of the working- 
men, but on the working women, and this 
out of comparative povemy against the 
odds of capital and power. 

The working women are the mothers of 
the generations of hand workers who 
supply the looms, the foundries and the 
workshops that keep moving the greater 
wheels of the mechanical industry of the 
coumtry.,

It will 
ir. the convention at Danville as truly 
represent their sex as did those of the 
ccnventions of thirty years ago who had 
a different idea of woman’s sphere and 
mission.

“I have,” he went on, “‘been through

_ hoochee. I have inspected your county 
|camps and have visited what you call 


your city stockade. Today I was given 
‘by the warden an opportunity to look 
through the federal prison: At the state 
prison on the ‘Chattahoochee JI found 
many things to interest me, because they 
were wholly different from any prison 
life I have ever seen. I have heard of 
the hard treatment given the negro con- 
vict time and time again. TI have read 
of it in the newspapers. But when I 
went through that prison—you cal] ‘em 
camps down here—] dign’t find anything 
to jar my nerves. On the contrary, an 
inspection of the quarterg fn which the 
convicts sleep convinced me that they 
were wel] housed, well hedded and well 
roofed. What more should a lawbreaker 
want? TIimfact, the more [| study the 
negro—he’s rather @ new quantity to me— 
the more I am satisfied that, apart from 
the daily task assigned him, he’s much 
| better cared for in the prison than, as 
a rule, he cares for himself on the out- 
_side. In the prison he gets warm clothes 
—of course it carries thy marks of the 
convict—and an abundance to eat. It’s 
true that his bill of fare {s somewhat 
different from what he might make it, if 
he had the selection of ‘this diet. But at 
the same time from what I have seen 
what he gets within the walls of that 
prison is wholesome and strength-giving. 
At what you call the city stockadé there 
is not the same as is to Be found at the 
state prison. And I see no reason why jt 
should be. At the ajty stockade there are 
features I do not like. But, of gourse, I 
have nothing to do with the matter, and 
therefore I have no criticisms to offer. 
The prisoners are, so I’m told, short- 
time men, thirty. days being the lmit. 
They are well protected from the weath- 
er, and, I presume, well fed. But, in 
my opinion, thefr hours of work are too 
many, and their clothing not sufficient.

ONE STANDARD IS SURE TO FLY 


By Andrew Carnegie. 
RITAIN and Ameriéan being now 


BR fully agreed that those who at- 
tempted to tax the American col- 


onies against their protest were wrong, 


and that in resisting this the colonists | 


Vindicated their rights as British citi- 
gens, and therefore only did their duty, 
the question arises: Is a separation 
forced upon one of the parties, and now 
deeply regrettea by the other, to be 
permanent? 

lf .cannot think so, and crave permis- 
sion to present some considerations in 
sipport of my belief that the future Its 
certain. to bring reunion of the separated 
parts, which will probably come about 
in this way—those born north and south 
of an imaginary line, between Canad@ 
and the United States, being aN Amer- 
icans, must'soon merge. It were ag great 
folly to remain divided as for England 
and Scotland to have done so. 

Tt is not to he believed that Americans 
and Canadians will not be warned by 
Europe, with its divisions armed not 
against foreign foes, but against each 
other. It is the duty of Canadians and 
Americang to prevent this, and to secure 
to their continent {internal peace under 
one government, as it was the duty of 
Englishmen and Scotsmen to unite under 
precisely simMlar conditions. 

England has seven times the popula- 
tion of Scotiand; the republic has four- 
teen times that of Canada. Born Cana- 
dians and Americans are a common type, 
fndistinguishable one from the other.

Canada’s Destiny. 


Tt need not be feafed that force will 
ever be used or required to accomplish 
this union. It will come—must come~ 
in the natural order of things. Political, 
as well as material, bodies obey the law 
of gravitation. Canada's destiny is to 
annex the republic,;as Scotfand did Eng- 
land, and then, taking the hand of the 
rebellious big brother and that of the 
mother, place fhem in each other's grasp, 
thus reuniting the then happy famliy 
that should never have been known 
separation. 

To accept this view, the people cf the 
United Kingdom have only to recall) the 
bloody wars upon this island for centu- 
ries, arising from Scotland and England 
floating separate flags, and contrast the 
change today, there being but one. 

The Canadians and Americans ‘may pe 
trusted to follow the example of the 
motherland and have "hoe aati fiage em- 
bracing our whole race in America. 
Present petty jealousics melt away as the 
population north and south becume in 
greater degree born Americans. 

Even if this blessed reunion came as 
early ag the end of next-decade, say, 
gixteen years hence, Canada and the 
republic—the Scotland and England of 
America—would embrace 115,000,000 of 
English-speaking .people, probably 7,000,- 
000 of these in Canada. By the end of 
the present decade, six years hence, their 
opulation will be close upon 97,000;000, 
6,000,000 of these in Canada. 

The republic added to her numbers the 
past four years more than the total pop- 
ulation of Australasia, or than that of 
Canada, the immigration having been 
euormous, One of these yearg it almost 
reached |,000,000. 

Cecil Rhodes. 

The peaceful union of Canada and 
America would lead Britain to a serious 
review of her position, resulting in the 
cenclusion that Cecil Rhodes reached.

| A few figures will leave no room for dls- 
pute about this.

,500,000. Canada only added 608,000, the 
2 esa agg of Australasia only 660,- 
000. 


| In the four Years since 1900 Amer- 
ica added moré than the total population 
\of either Canada or Australasia. During 
the present decade, 1900 to 1910, at tho 
| same rate of increase to date, she will 
|add more than the total white present 
|populafion of Canada, Australasia, New 
Zealand and South Africa combined. So 
fast does the republic grow, so slowly 
the empire. 

Increase of Population, 


The United Kingdom ftself increased 
last decade more than three times as 
much as Canada and Australia combined. 
It is not to her colonies, therefore, that 
Britain can look for much increase of 
population or of trade. The growth of 
Australasia. small as ft was In the last 
decade, 20 far as reported tn this decade 
is even I®ss. Canada is growing faster 
‘only In the far northwest, which is sep- 
arated by a thousand miles of barren 
|land from the English-speaking province 
}of Ontario. Last decade Ontario provinee 
| (English) actually declined {n British pop- 
ulation; Quebec province (French) slight- 
‘ly increased. The census of 1900 shows 
'fewer British born residents tn all of 
‘Canada than that of 1890. The wheat 
flelds now reached by rail are being set- 
| tled by Americans, who cross the border, 
‘selling their American farms and buying 
new farms there at a tenth of the price 
‘realized for the old. Except for this 
‘influx, about 70,000, so far, the rate of {n- 
crease of population in Canada will be 
about as last decade. When we come to 
| the population of the United Kingdom 
We find already in England and Wales 658 
|per square mile. 

What thoughtful man could wish much 
| further increase, even if it were possible? 
|A denser population must cause deterior- 
‘ation. The density of population in Eng- 
land and Wales is not reached by any 
European country except the small state 
‘of Belgium. France has only 188. Japan 
has only 296. The authorities agree that 
England and Wales are fully populated. 
Ireland proves that {ft {s practically so by 
the small Increase. Scotland has tncreas- 
ed stendily for some decades, but little 
scope is left for further tnerease. Sub- 
istantially, Ireland and Scotland have to- 
day the population they can maintain In 
ecomfart 

Mark the contrast. America has only 
'twenty-one people per square mile, one- 
sixteenth that of the United Kingdom, 
one for every twenty-six in England and 
Wales. 

These figures include Alaska, which re- 
sembles most of Canada, and js not likely 
to support many people. Excluding Alas- 
ka, the American population {s twenty- 
eight per square mile. one-twentieth of 
England and Wales. It is evident that 
_ Green was right when he wrote, years 


| ago, that the home of the English-speak- 


| Ing race was not to be on the Clyde and 
the Thames, but upon the Hudson, the 
| Delaware, the Ohio, the Mississippi and 
| the St. Lawrence. There is not room 
for it in the dear old home, but there is, 
| fortunately, in the new lands of her chil- 
| Gren in Canada and America. 

When we note the development Britain 
has attained industrially we are amazed. 
It ts wonderful, almost beyond belief: we 
doubt and Investigate to assure ourselves 
that we have the facts. This little king- 
dom has today more shippin, and about 
as many spindles turning, as all the rest 
of the world. She is the richest of all 
nations per capita. She makés more iron 
and mines more coal per capita than any 
nation. Marvellous—nothing somparable 
to her in history. She positively dwarfs 
all previous records—a dwarf more pow- 
erful than most giants. Who is thére, 
then, who can expect her to do more, 
what she has accomplished being scarce- 
ly credible? 

Physically Impossible. 

It jis physically impossible that much 

further increase can come to Britain, and 


In addition to this, conditions otherwise 
are unfavorable to further. development. 
Other nations, by the use 6% her inven- 
tions, are more and more suppining their 
own wants, and will continue @aing so. 
They wil! also compete with het® more 
and more, especially in iron and g6teel 
and in cotton manufactures, owing to her 
lack of the cotton plant and of needed 
iron-store.

The day of small nations 
Their incorporation with larger areas is 
to be hailed by lovers of progress, pro- 
vided always that one point be carefully 
preserved. The national sentiment of the 
small powers should not only be guarded, 
but fostered in every way, so that, as in 
the American union and in Britain, the 
Virginian and the Scotchman remain as 
intensely Virginian or Scotch as ever. 
Pride in, and loyalty to, the wider em- 
pire do not supplant, but supplement love 
of the part where he was born. He loves 
the part and is proud of the whole. 

What Will Britain Do? 

The day is coming when Britain will 
have to decide on one of three courses. 
First, shall she sink—cumparatively to 
the giant consolidations—into a third or 
fourth-rate power—a Holland or Belgium 
comparatively? Here note that we do not 
postulate htr actual decline, but the 
increased growth of other powers. 
second, shall she consolidate with 
European giant? Or, third, shall she 
grasp the outstretched hand of her chil- 
dren in America, and become again as 
she was before, the mother member of 
the English-speaking race? 

Assuming that other powers are to in- 
crease their present population (as Ger- 
many and Russia have yet room to do), 
or by further consolidation, it being evi- 
dent that there is not room in the 120,- 
000 square miles of the little crowded 
United Kingdom for further increase of 
moment, then the conclusion is inevi- 
table that one of these three courses is 
the only possible alternative, for Britain 
has no adjoining territory she:'can an- 
nex. 

Some have been disposed to regard 
British federation as a possible fourth 
alternative, but the figures given, which 
convinced Rothschild and Rhodes, we sub- 
mit, compel [ts exclusion, especially to 
such as seek for my motherland, as I 
do, a destiny worthy of her-—a future 
commensurate with her glorious and un- 
paralleled past.

| Some time ago the newspzpers that 
delight to cast the shadow of skepti- 
‘cism upon modern sciencs and make 
merry mock at grave professors with 
original discoveries were shooting 
their harmless paper wads at a learn- 
ed scientist in Washington whose pa- 
tient observations had led him to con- 
clude that laziness—that “born tired’’ 
feeling—is as much of a disease as 
Smallpox or typhoid fever, and, like 
these and many other 
caused, by a distinctive bacillus. 

This eminent professor of scienca, 
whose valuable services are given to 
the public health and marine hospital 
service at Washington and who is 
chief of the division of zoology in 


'that service, not only evolved the the. 
\ory of the germ of the laziness dis- | 


| ease out of his inner consciousness, 
as so many scientific theories are 
evolved, but he went so far as to 


‘minutely describe the peculiar bacil- 
lus of laziness, which he said resem- 


bled a hook worm. The victim of this | 
insidious microbe is in a sorry plight, | 


as all of us who have a 
| worm unawares 


| secretly confess to 


ourselves and knOw more certainly in | 
ithe more aggravated cases of others. | 
fortune | 


| Alas! to what heights of 


| might the average man climb were it 
not for the fell grip of this common

‘but pathologically obscure disease! 


| This great professor, whose name 
has unfortunately escaped us and does 
not warrant research in the officia! 
directory, gave no sign that he heard 
the cheap wit and silly jibes of the 
‘newspaper paragraphers made at the 
‘expense of his startling scientific dis- 
covery. He pursued "his expert in- 
vestigations and intricate experi- 
ments in patient abstraction, the more 
convinced as his work went on that 
he was on the right track. His ef. 
forts have been most satisfactory in 
results, he assures us, although it is 
not stated that he has any of the 
hook worms to exhibit to his scien- 
tific brethren under microscope. He 
does, however, vouchsafe this import- 
ant information touching the specific 
effect of the laziness microbe upon 
the human system as discernible by 
the naked eye: 

Sufferers show many symptoms, not 
all alike by any means. The face of the 
confirmed sufferer has an anxious, stupid 
expression, is sometimes bloated. The 
pupils of the eyes are dull, dry and usu- 
ally of a chalky white. Sometimes there 
is a stupid, fish-like stare that is hard to 
describe, very similar to that noticed in 
cases of extreme alcoholic intoxication. 

A perverted and generally ravenous ap- 
petite is one of the symptoms of the dis- 
ease. Patients are especially fond of 
pickles. I have seen boys and girls tn 
advanced stages of the disease greedily 
devour entire bottles of pickles. Others 
want salt or lemons or to chew coffee or 
drink large quantities of coffee without 
sugar or milk. The disease is often en- 
countered in South Carolina, Georgia and 
other southern states. 

And to think that born-tired look {s 
not merely temperamental, but the 
result of a real disease, and a germ 
disease at that! We-have wronged 
these “sufferers” much, and, per- 
chance, with sly remorse we have our 
own selves wronged. We have lost 
patience with the “fish-like stare” in 
others and in our secret mirror, up- 
braiding it sore for a lack of psychic 
ginger. As well rail and fume at a 
poor consumptive for his cadaverous 
look and shortness of breath. How 
ignorantly heartless we have been! 
In the extreme vases of others we 
should have been Samaritan enough 
to send in an ambulance call to the 
hospital, and, perhaps, we should our 
selves have got sick leave without 
loss of pay and gone home to bed. 

This hook worm of laziness is a 
deadiy thing. It’s first cousm to the 
bacillus of tuberculosis and ought to 
be quarantined against like the boll 
weevil., And the fact that Georgia 
is mentioned as the hot-bed of the

hook worm belt is nothing short of 
alarming. The material destiny of 
our great state _may be in jeopardy 
in consequence 

We have a tuberculosis commission, 
created by act of the general assem- 
bly of Georgia. Why not a hook 
worm of laziness commission? The 
next ljegislature should grapple with 
this vital public health problem. And 
once the new commission is appoint- 
ed it must be properly safeguarded 
against infection. The dangers of of- 
ficial investigation of the hook worm 
of laziness are self-evident. Exposure 
to the dread germ might result in the 
infection of perfectly healthy public 
officials and cause them, unwittingly 
and in spite of tnemselves, to treat

their important official duties as an 
‘easy graft. In this respect there is 
‘reason to fear that some outwardly 
| healthy-looking public servants would 
‘not pass a rigid examination by that 
hook worm specialist at Washing- 
ton. ’ 
| And this suggests that employers, 
\without going to the annoyance and 
‘expense of awaiting developments, 
Should consult a nook worm specia!- 
ist when application is made to them 
for employment. Let the applicant be 
examined as searchingly as if he were 
trying to take out a life insurance 
(policy. If the teil-tale microbe has 
‘found lodgment in his system in suf- 
|ficient numbers to indicate that he is 
in the last stage of laziness, of course, 
‘he should be turned down. This is an 
age of strict business, and science is 
‘the handmaid of business. After 
‘awhile, when the Washington hook 
|wormologist has thoroughly’ estab- 
‘lished the correctness of his great 
theory, hook worm specialists will 
find plenty of practice in employment 
centers. This is a great idea and the 
hook worm theory is important, if 
| true. 

The possibilities opened up by the 
development of the theory are in- 
finite. Our eleemosynary institutions 
will have to take the hook worm of 
laziness into account. Half of the 
available landed area of the world 
will have to be set apart for laziness 
‘asylums, with pleasing landscape gar- 
‘den effects to divert and refresh the 
“fish-like stare” of the poor unfortu- 
nates condemned to a life of unbroken 
laziness. It will keep the minor por- 
ition of humanity entirely free from 
the germ, hustling tolerable hard tu 
feed, clothe, shelter, and divert the 
major portion who must needs accept 
such beautiful charity, but as tho 
world advances in scientific knowl- 
‘edge it will advance:in altruistic 
\ideals and shape them into practical 
| altruism. 
| Let us hereafter be more consider- 
‘ate of the large invalid class stricken 
| with the mischievous malody of lazi- 
iness, and, at the same time, let med- 
‘ical science begin relentlss war upop 
ithe hook worm of laziness. 
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Territories and Colonies. 
| The republicans, forced by their po- 
|litical opponents to defend their pol- 
liecy of colonialism, are making much 
‘of the following uuterance of Geneval 
‘Beck in 2 .ecent address to Princeton 
‘students: 


of the land west of the Alleghenies as 2 
national domain for colonial enterprise, 
ang the ordinance of 1787 could still 
be used as a model for colonizing gov- 
'ernments. The magic of a name has 
somewhat obscured this significant 
phase of our history. We have calied 
our colonies territories, but colonies they 
remain in the truest sense of the word 
until elevated to the dignity of sovereign 
states. Why, then, should the opposi- 
tion grow ‘hysterical on the subject of 
outlying colonies? There is no novelty 
in the fact that they are not contiguous, 
for since we acquired Alaska in 1867 
we have had an outlying colony cover- 
ing an area of over 500,000 square 
miles. When has our government of 
the Philippines or Porto Rico differed 
in any essential respect from our pre- 
Vlbus government of territories? The 
territories have always been governed 
by a congress in which they had no rep- 
resentation. Thus, we governed Alaska 
from 1867 to 1877 through the war de- 
partment, and from 1877 to 1879 
through the treasury department, and 
from that date to 1884 through the navy 
department. Even today it has less self- 
government than Porto Rico, and no 
more than the Philippines. 

The inhabitants have no right of suf- 
frage, they have no local legislature, 
their only executtve head is a governor 
appointed by the president, and the only 
semblance of organized local government 
In Alaska, as in the Philippines, is the 
formation of the larger settlements into 
municipal corporations. In this govern- 
ment of Alaska both the republican and 
democratic parties, when in power, have 
always acquiesced, for each administra- 
tion, whether democratic or republican, 
has recognized that it was useless to 
provide the machinery of local self-gov- 
ernment for any territory until the in- 
habitants were prepared for it. The con- 
stitution itself distinctly recognizes the 
possibility of colonial government, for 
it provides by article 4, section 3, that 
congress ‘shall have power to disposs 
of and make al] needful rules ang regu- 
lations respecting the territory or other 
property belonging to the United States.’ 
Our opponents quarrel, therefore, is not 
with Mr. Roosevelt or the republican 
party, but with the convention that 
framed the constitution itself, or at 
least with the supreme court, with whom 
rests the finai duty of its interpreta- 
tion. 


It is inconceivable that a Princeton 
freshman would be caught by such 
sophistry as the foregoing. A gram- 
mar school boy would dismiss it as no 
argument at all. It it not even 
specious. , 

To compare a territory of the 
United States, inhabited by American 
citizens, with a distant foreign colony, 
inhabited by an alien and but par- 
tially civilized race, is simply stupid. 
The two are in no sense analagous. 

In a geographical sense even they 
are as different as day and night. 
A territory of the United States is an 
integrai part of the United States. 
It is not in the midst of the Pacific 
ocean, in the Caribbean sea or in the 
Arctic circle. It is as much a geo 
graphical part of the United States as 
any state of\the union. The United 
States has no legitimate territory

The Indian reservatious 
therein also entailed a special prob- 
lem better dealt with through that 
kind of an organization. 

It is absurd to try to compare .ue 
measure of local self-government en- 
joyed by the citizen of a territory 
with the governmental] status of the 
inhabitants of our present colonies. 
A territory of the United States has 
no excuse for existence at the pres- 
ent day, and but for the exigencies 
of party politics there would not to- 
day be a territory in existence in the 
|United States. But the people of a 
territory are citizens of the United 
States. The constitution follows the 
flag in a territory. A man is entitled 
to a trial by a jury of his peers 
chosen from the viscinage in a terri- 
tory. He has practically the same 
rights of citizenship as the citizen of 
a state. The supervision of congress 
is largely nominal, and the interior 
department is by no means a colonial 
office. The territorial 
enact their own laws, and the terri- 


has no vote. Statehood would bring 
little more than a larger congres- 
sional representation and heavier tax- 
ation.

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HUMAN SLAVERY PREVENTS 


PULMONARY CONSUMPTION

I tion :t is astonishing to find that one 
of the most interesting episodes in the 
history of our country, which clearly 
points out the true and only rational path 
for the extermination of this disease, is 
entirely overlooked, yviz., that pulmonary 
consumption wag comparatively unknown 
among the plantation slaves of the south 
before the war, while in the Jarge cities 
of the south during that period it was no 
more prevalent among them than it was 
among the whites. This rarity was so 
obvious and ts verified by so many lay 
and medical authorities that fe does not 
call for any extended statistical support. 
Thus, according to the health statistics 
of Charleston, S. C., of which I was not 
able to obtain an uninterrupted report up 
to the present time, the negro death rate 
of consumption in that city tn 1860 was 


the game as among the whites, viz., 1.78 | 


per 1,000 living. In 1867, whites 2.00, 
negroes 3.40; In 1876, whites 2.00, negroes 
6.95; in 1881, whites 2.60, negroes 7.03; 
fin 1890, whites 8.54, negroes 6.86: in 
1900, whites, 1.23, negroes 6.15/ tn 1901, 
Whites 1.89, negroes 5.04; {n 19)2, whites 
1438, negroes 6.74. This show} that the 
G@isease was 228 per cent mori} prevalent 
@mong the negroes tn 1902 tha ft was in 
$860, and that its death rate @as 300 per 
eent greater among the negroes than 
a@mong the whites in 1902. A similar yvul- 
@erability of the negro race to consump- 
Yon is shown ifn other sections of the 
south. 

Thus tn New Orleans ft» annual average 
Geath rate from 1897 to 190!—a period of 
five years—is 123 per cent greater among 
the negroes than among the whites: in 
Atlanta, Ga., from 1899 to 190!—a period 
of three years—it {s 141 per cent greater, 
and In Augsta, Ga., from 1898 to 1902—a 
period of four years—it is 424 per cent 
greater among the negroes than among 
the whites. 

Now, on what score can we account for 
the enormous increase of consumption 
among the former slaves of the south 
eince 1860? Why should the death rate 
from consumption be from 200 per cent 
to 400 per cent larger among the negroes 
than among the whites of the south at 
the present time, and this In spite of the 
fact that they were on an even basis in 
this respect in 1860? 
change has occurred in the environment 
of the southern negroes since 1860 that 
has left the white race practically un- 
touched? Why should the negroes in the 
course of thirty-five years be transformed 
from the least to the most consumptive 
race in this country? This came to them

fore emancipation there were about 60 
insane negroes in that hospital, now 
(1896) there are over 1,000, an increase 
of over 1,600 per cent, and that they 
readily contract consumption, 

It is obvious, therefore, that the tre- 
mendous increase of consumption and in- 
sanity among the southern negroes is, 
in the first place, due to the heavy eco- 
nomic and industrial burdens which were 
suddenly placed on their shoulders, and 
which they had neither the wisdom nor 
the organized constitutional or mentai 
strength to discharge; and, in the second 
place, to improvidence of living, to puo: 
and improperly prepared food, to ignor- 
ance of the laws of physiology, to bad 
hygienic surroundings, to over crowding, 
laziness, and the lack of persistent em- 
ployment, to improper care and nursing 
when fll, to dissipation of all sorts, to 
lack of self-restraint, to alcoholism ana 
other vices. On this point the testimony 
of Dr. Miller, who has been quoted, its 
very emphatic and applicable. He says: 
“The negro in slavery had no thought for 
the morrow, but he spent his quiet, hum- 
ble Hfe in his little cabin, with his mas- 
ter to care for every want of self and 
family. He lived under the best hygtenic 
restraint. His habits of life were reg- 
ular, food and clothing substantial and 
sufficient, and the edict of his master 
kept him 1n doors at night and restrained 
iim from promiscuous indulgence and the 
baneful influence of the liquor saloon, In 
sickness he was promptly and properly 
cared for by physician and nurse, Free- 
dom came to him, and a change came 
over his entire life. Under his former 
manner of ilving he enjoyed wonderful 
immunity from brain and lung trouble; 
and I confidently assert that the germs 
of these troubles came to the same man 
and race in consequence of his environ- 
ment and the manner of life which fol- 
lowed.’’ 

That the same Influence which gave im- 
munity to the southern slaves from con- 
sumption will produce the same effects 
elsewhere is shown on a some- 
what less extensive scale by the 
event of the importation of Chi- 
nese labor tnto Cuba.**** Thus from [860 
to 1870 Spain brought 250,000 coolies 
un@er contract to the island of Cuba.

It ts not 
surprising, therefore, that {n this task of 
readjustment many of them fall a prey 
to disease of the brain and nervous sys- 
tem—the very organs which  0bear 
the brunt of the battle in adapt- 
ing this race toits changed environ- 
ment, for this and no other reason do 
they become consumptive. 

That the brain and nervous system 
endure the strain of this great contest 
fs amply attested by the fact that before 
the civil war insanity, like consumption, 
was comparatively rare among the negro 
slaves. 

According to Dr. T. O. Powell®, this 
disease has increased 705 per cent among 
htse people from 1870 to 1890 in the 
state of Georgia. This high authority 
also states: “I am forced to believe that 
insanity and tuberculosis are first cousins, 
or at least closely allied. The sudden 
eutburst of insanity with the colored 
race of the south came associated with 
tuberculosis, hand-in-hand, keeping pace 
one with the other.” 

The same is true of North Carolina, 
for Dr. J. F. Miller, superintendent or 


From all that has been said, the pre- 
vention of pulmonary consumption re- 
solves itself into such efforts of educa- 
tion as will impress the masses with the 
importance of leading a life similar to 
that (excepting slaves) which made tne 
slave population of the south practically 
immune from this disaase before the 
civil war. 

What was done once may be done 
again, for the laws of health which held 
true then are equally applicable now. 
Such efforts of prevention mean the in- 
culcation of sound principles of hygiene; 
the eating of wholesome and properly 
prepared: food; the wa@aring of suitable 
and seasonable clothing; the avoidance 
of damp, unsanitary, and overcrowded 
dwellings; the abstinence from nerve 
strain ang overwork; the shunning of 
strong drink and other vices; the teach- 
ing of the value of useful labor; the 
taining in physical development; the

National Election Will Not Affect 


Locking Market—Purchases | 
by New England Mills 
To Advance Prices. 


By Robert N’ Burnett. 

New York, November 6.—(Special.)— 
From all Indications, the big people in- 
tend to carry stocks considerably higher, 
unless unexpected developments occur 
which cannot now be foreseen. They feel 
perfectly able to control the market, and 
if what they tell their friends fs true, 
the national election will not be a dis- 
turbing factor. While there may be 
some profit taking following this event, 
they think this will be fully offset by 
purchases, and after a brief interval 
prices should work’ higher. 

Manifestly they will need to ff the 
bankers’ syndicate gets rid of its enor- 
mous holdings at a profit. They etill have 
a vast amount of securities on their 
hands, and {t should be borne in mind 
that the objective point has not yet been 
reachéd. This is the creation of such a 
buying demand for good securities that 
the railroads will have no difficulty in 
selling refunding bonds to take up their 
big floating debts, which will begin to 
mature soon after the beginning of next 
year. In order to sel]. bonds, sentiment 
must be just so: people must feel that 
stocks can go a good dea) higher, as. 
they did in the spring of 1901. There 
will, of course, be occasional recessions, 
but leading financiers think the rjse wil! 
be carried quite a little higher. As an 
argument, they point to easy monetary 
conditions and the large additions to our 
wealth from the crops of the past sea- 
son, besides the expanding power of 
increased gold production, The more 
money made available for business pur- 
poses, so the past has generally shown, 
the more likely prices are to advance in 
many different lines. 


War Scare Used To Depress Stocks. 


Alt the circumtances associated with 
the midweek war scare, with the sensa- 
tional dispatches from Gibraltar and 
London, besides the character of the 
buying orders in stocks, led many to 
think that there was much of a stock- 
jobbing character in the way the ‘‘news” 
was. circulated in financia] centers, The 
question was freely asked this week 
whether some infiuential people did not 
know that such ‘‘news” was about to be 
announced, and whether it was not used 
for a particular purpose, namely, to 
shake down the market and get some 
cheap stock. The pools have been both- 
ered lately by too large a following, and 
they wanted to throw speculative inter- 
ests off, so as to get a fresh start. be- 
fore carrying stocks higher. The war. 
scare story answered the purpose first 
rate. It has something of the appeare 
ance of manufactured goods, Dut, of 
-course, was sent out in good faith. Be- 
sides local interests who wanted to shake 
down the market, there are similar peo- 
ple in Europe who cooperate with New 
York in depressing the market, at the 
right time. After the break stocks ral- 
lied easily, showing there was a multi-

The opinion expressed in this paper 
that the Standard Oil people are behind 
the stock market and are very hopeful 
about the outlook was confirmed by a 
statement made by a banker closely 
identified with them, the only one who, 
as a rule, does any talking for publica- 
tion.

Stocks Will Go Up. 

“lf @athing unforeseen happens the 
tendency of stocks will continue upward. 
Of course many securities have been 
pushed up beyond their intrinsic merits, 
fut thig is quite natural in a bull mar- 
ket, such as has been experienced within 
the last few weeks. There are many gilt- 
edged stocks that are netting the in- 
vestor a very large income, and it would 
be quite natural if these securities were 
taken in hand and forced to higher prices. 
As to gold exports, they will not te 
large. Indications afte that money rates 
will céntinue easy for several months to 
come. There is an abundance of money 
avatiable for lending purposes, and this 
is the main foundation for the strength ct 
stocks.” 

Nothing could be more explicit than 
' the above comments, and they point the 
way to efforts on the part of the oil kings 
to put prices higher. It will, of course, 
strike many persons as curious that finan- 
clers should come out with a brass band.

‘ Harriman Suit Postponed. 

From usually accurate quarters the in- 
formation comes that the Harriman 
' Northern Securities suit before the United 
States circuit court, which was set down 
for trial this week in’ Philadelphia, has 
been indefinitely postponed, This is un- 
derstood to foreshadow a settlement with 
the Hill faction in regard to the distribu- 
tion of Northern Securities assets. There 
have been rumors lately that the terms 
of the settlement have been already 
agreed on and that the papers have been 
signed. Recent secret conferences be- 
tween leaditig railroad interests seemed 
to bear out this idea. It is believed that 
a plan has been fully agreed on with 
referefice to the future control of the 
three railroads in the Northern Securities 

system; namely, Great Northern, North- 
ern Pacifte and Burlington.

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Thibet Will Prove a Treasure to the 
Daring Hunter, 


: (From The London Mall. 

When British troops have cat the 
mysterious land of Tibet to civilization 
travelers will be able to see at close quar- 
terg many animals rare and curlous. If 
Thibet offers no attractiong to the tourist 
who requires luxurious traveling, to the 
sportsman and the naturalist it is a veri- 
table paradise, though far from Edenic fn 
some respects. With a surprisingly rich 
fauna space can be found here for only a 
brief survey of some of the more remark- 
able anjmals of this strange land, and 
these are all of exceptional interest. One 
of the largest of the mammalia is the 
yak, or grunting ox. Standing between 
five and six feet high at the shoulders, 
the bulk of this strange-looking creature 
is not a little exaggerated by the enor- 
mous growth of hair upon the lower part 
of the body and tail. Beneath the outer 
coat, moreover, there Is a layer of fine 
wool, known as “pushim,”’ which is high- 
ly prized for the making of cloth. The 
extraordinary tail-is one of the most con- 
spicuous features of Tibetan moOnas- 
teries or lamaseries, being suspended on 
poles as streamers.

THE WEEK IN WALL STREET. 


New York, November 6.—There has 
been a halt in the speculative activity of 
the stock market this week. and a reac- 
tlonary tendency. The week's movement 
of prices, however, has been irregular. 
and mixed, the list at no time moving fn 
unison and varied by occasional reac- 
tions both ways. Opinion as tothe grounds 
‘of the reaction are rather diPrsified. The 
recrudescence of the war scare caused 
by the warlike preparation at Gibraltar 
‘on Tuesday, the week’s heavy outgo of 
‘gold and the approach of the election are 
assigned as causes, and probably all have 
played a part. There has been undoubt- 
edly some reduction of speculattive com- 
mitments in stocks prompted by the con- 
servatism with which the outcome of a 
presidential election always affects Wall 
street, which is invariably puzzled to 
judge what the effect on business and 
industry may be. The same spirgit is 
shown by the reports from the business 
of the country. Railroad officials this 
week have reported a lull in the move- 
ment of general merchandise, and in the 
orders for goods, which ts attribated to 
this cause. The consequence has been 
some realizing of accrued profits on spec- 
ulative holdings of stocks which furth- 
ered the decline in prices. It is evident 
that other causes than the ftmmediate 
crisis in the Anglo-Russian relations lies 
back of the demand for gold on the con- 
tinent of Europe. The placing of a Rus- 
sian loan estimated at $270,000,000 is due 
to the regular prosecution of the war in 
the Far East, and is the immediate re- 
quirement to be met by the exports.

Eagle Has Made Canvass of Bor- 
 ughs of Greater New York by 
’ Its Postal Card System, 
Which Has Shown Re- 
markable Accuracy. 


Brooklyn, N. Y., November 5.—(Spe- 
cfal.)—The Brooklyn Daily Eagle has 
made its final posta] card canvass of the 
vote for president and governor in Great- 
er New York. The preliminaw canvass 
Printed last week was based upon data 
obtained from the first two days of reg- 
tetration. 

The results given today are based upon 
- @ata gathered from returned cards sent 
indiscriminately to about 60,000 persons 
Who registered on the four days of reg- 
fatretion. The method of analyzing and 
of computing results from the facts thus 
gathered are identical with those used 
in the cahvass of 190!, 1902 and 1903, 
Which came within a:few hundreds of 
the actual vote. 

The Fagle’s New York city figures are 
as follows: Indicated Parker plurality, 
Borough Brooklyn, 41,987: Manhattan 
-@nd Bronx, 126,371; Queens, 9,245; Rich- 

mond, 2.498: total indicated Parker plu- 
reality, 180,071. 

Indicated Herrick plurality, Brooklyn, 
64,877; Manhattan and Bronx, 157,344; 
Queens, 9,708: Richmond, 2,490; total 
inficated Herrick pluralty, 233,919. 

The Pagle also prints a forecast of 
the vote in New York state outside the 
city. This is based upon “figures not 
gathered by The Bagle, nor according to 
its methods, but obtained from trust- 
worthy sources.”’ 

Thig indicates a Roosevelt plurality of 
102,127 above the ‘Bronx, a, Parker plu- 
_mality of 177,548 below the Bronx, or a 
Parker plurality of 75,42! in the state. 

Wholesale Fake Registration. 

Concerning this, The Eagle says: 

“It is the belief certain democratic 
Managers who by their positions should 
be informed that the registry lists of the 
parts of the state where personal regis- 
tration does not obtain have been stuffed 
with 50,000 false names. Upon these 
names it is alleged colonizers who came 
into the state during this week are to 
vote. The democratic managers assert 
that steps have been taken to defeat any 
much widély extended scheme of coloniza- 
tion, but if it were carried out in any 
marked degree it would swell the repub- 
lican pluralities that much. 

‘The Eagle gives no indorsement to 
these charges of false registration, dis- 
tinctly disclaiming the possession of 
knowledge on the suiject, but sefs it 
down as a point whicl, if possessing any 
degree of truth, will largely affect the 
estimate here presented.” 

Editorially The Eagle says: 

“Polling place results are not guaran- 
teed. The only guarantee going with the 
figures is that there has been no jug- 
ging, which, however, should be supple- 
mented by the statement shat extreme 
caution has characterized the processes 
by which the significance of the replies 
has been interpreted. 

“The method obtaining has been that 
from which such fortunate results have 
already been achieved. Though in eBsence 
it is simple, it is as a matter of actual 
operation not free from such complexities 
as would repel] rather than invite the at- 
tention of the reader, who must, there- 
fore content ‘himself with the assurance 
already given. 

“Extreme care has characterized the 
processes of which the figures are the 
culmination.”’

HAVING RAISED FUND 
HE BREAKS HIS SILENCE 


Speaking Before Brooklym Demo- 
crate, Candidates Tells How Roose- 
velt Has Dodged Real Issue 
in His Strenuous Reply 
to Parker’s Disclosures. 


New York, November 5.—Judge Par- 
ker, in a speech made at a reception 
given to him by the Kings County Deni- 
ocratic Club, in Brooklyn, tonight, as- 
serted that the issue, “‘Whether the 
trusts can purchase the election,’’ has 
not been met by President Roosevelt in 
bis reply to Judge Parker's speech made 
twelve days ago. 

After stating what his position had 
been, in that speech, Judge Parker said 
tonight that he had made no criticism 
of the president, but that he had simply 
called attention to ‘‘a notorious and of- 
fensive sitvation.”’ 

The judge said further that the presi- 
dent, after his attention had been call- 
ed to the relations which might exist 
betweer. Chairman Cortelyou and _ the 
trusts, by reason of Mr. Cortelyou’s for- 
mer position as secretary of the de- 
partment of commerce and labor, should 
have said: 

“I will join Parker in an effort to pro- 
tect the ballot of the honest citizen from 
being overridden by merchandise bal- 
lots.’’ 

The assertion Was made by Judge Par- 
| ker that the contributions he charged 
Chairman Cortelyou had received from 
the trusts are not denied by the pres- 
ident’s statement. The democratic can- 
Gidate followed this declaration with a 
statement directed to the president per- 
sonally, to the effect that he (Parker) 
had issued a request that no money for 
campaign purposes should be received 
Girectly or {ndirectiy from any trust; 
that he rather would be defeated than 
to be fettered in an effort to accomplish 
reforms that are sorely needed. He 
charged the president with refusal to 
couperate in the checkine of the “mon- 
strous evil."

Like all of the other insects, 
this one with the feminine name plays 
a part in maintaining what the student 
o° all the elements which make up this 
complex earth would cal] the balance of 
life, It is One of the bugs “that eats 
4a bug that eats a bug,” etc., and itself 
is eaten, the whole being somewhat 
like “the house that Jack built." The 
entomologist hag hard time enough 
cf it, for it ds esilmted that there are 
more than 5,000,000 different species of 
insects—more than are to be found of 
alj the other groups of land animals 
together. In the course of his study of 
these six-legged creatures with their 
sirange metamorphoses he meets with 
}many strange looking creatures which do 
strange things 

There are said to be more beetles than 
any other order of insects. They range 
in size from the mighty Hercules beetle 
6 inches long to little fellows so small 
that a miscroscope needed to learn 

‘anything about them. Some of them are 
ferocious, indeed. Such is the tiger bee- 
tle. Many of them are cannibals. Some 
were Dbelleved once to be possessors of 
everlasting life—every season rising from 
the ground phenixlike. 

Fanciful stories have been told about 
the Hercules beetle with his 3-inch horn 
Fie ives in South America. According 
to one writer, he overindulges now and 
jthen in an {nebriating cup. These {m- 
reense insects, he declares, sometimes 
gather on the limbs of the mammee tree 
tm gpuck {Its julces. They nimbly rasp 
off the rind with their horns until! they 
come to the juicy interior. The juice 
they drink until they become intoxicat- 
ed and fall senseless to the ground. 
‘Another observer tells a tale which cans 
this. They saw off limbs, this one calm- 
lv asserts, The operation Is accompan- 
fed by a nolse exactly like that of a 
knife grinder holding steel against the 
stone of his wheel. 

There Is more than one beetle armed 
With a disagreeable odor. One is the Trove 
beetle. tThie beetle is said to be very nu- 
merous and very useful, The largest and 
most familar member of the family is 
‘known as the ‘devil's coach horse.” This 
cognomen was suggested by his repulsive 
aspect, disgusting odor and generally fer- 
ocious nature, He ts dull black. narrow 
and a little over an inch long.

From them 
floats a most abominable odor. He needs 
a small amount of provocation to 
bring this battery into action. 

He is not the only beetle oddly armed 
There is the bombardier. He is emal]. but 
earries about with him a piece of artil- 
lery. It is not exactly what might be 
termed a “Tliong Tom,” but it might be 
,tlescribed as a “stern chaser.’ He pro- 
Vides a liquid which {fs so volatile that 
When it comes in contact with the open 
air itLexplodes with a slight report, lear- 
ing a cloud of thin smoke, This fuld 
is capable of staining the human skin 
black, and so deeply that it cannot be 
got rid of for several days. It will alga 
burn. When a number of these beetles 
are found together and they are @dis- 
turbed the scene suggests a battlefield 
in miniature.

It bears the name, “The 
Samuel] Benedict Memortal School,” 
given it by a son In loving remembrance 
of a father whose life was given to the 
service of the Master. Rev. Dr. Samuel 
Benedict was for a number of years 
rector of the Episcopal church at Mari- 
etta. Later he was called to broader 
fields of usefulness, but his interest in 
Georgia never lagged, The eon is Rev. 
George E. Benedict. 

George Benedict and I were classmates 
at college; and if there is a finer, truer 
man anywhere on God's footstool, I 
do not know him. The fine, high-princi- 
pled boy I. knew at college has become 
the fine, high-class man we all knew fhe 
would. That he has given his life to a 
work from which it is impossible to get 
farae or fortune, or any of those other 
things men hold dear, is but one iijus- 
tration of his character. All it is possi» 
ble for him to get out of the enterprise 
to which he has eonsecrated ‘his life is 
‘a lot of hard work, with the conscious- 
ness of having done the best he could 
for some hundreds of white boys and girls 
who need him. 

Manual Training the Thing. 

The design of the institution fs to give 
fo all white boys and girls within its 
reach the opportunity for a good educa- 
tion, the course being primary, grammar, 
high schoo] and, especially, manual and 
industrial training for both sexes. 
holds a charter from the state under 
which its property is held by a board of 
trustees, the earnings to be devoted to 
the betterment of the institution or les- 
geening the cost of education. 

For nine years the school has been 
doing an excellent work, and, although 
hampered by debt and encountering many 
difficulties, it has gained the confidence 
of the community In which it is located 
and the devotion of its pupils. The en- 
rollment has steadily increased untl] it 
has reached 250. 

School Buildings Destroyed. 

In March of last year the school bulld- 
ings were destroyed by fire. By fitting 
up temporary quarters in an old mill 
end a near-by church the work con- 
tinued, the commencement exercises be- 
ing held tn the open air, The destruc- 
tion of the buildings was @ severe blow. 
With hhelp of friends, certain debts 
against the property were paid, and 
now the school owns sixty-five acres of 
land forty-five of it good farming land 
and twenty in the school grounds proper, 
including a water power which runs a 
fine flour and grist mill, the property of 
the school. The trustees have undertaken 
the erection of new buildings. These are 
to be on a modest scale. They are to 
be frame buildings which can be used 
as dormitories or dwellings whenever it 
fs found possible to erect a stone or brick 
heilding for the schoo] proper. The 
slans under which the trustees are work- 
ing contemplate the expenditure of about 

$3.2C00.

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Chat With General Lew Wallace About Himself and His Works--How General Grant Kept Mexico 
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(Copsright, 1904, by Frank G. Car- 
penter.) 

Indianapolis, November 5.—(Special.)— 
General Lew Wallace is writing ‘his auto- 
biography. He is working upon it at his 
home in Crawfordsville, 40 miles from 
here in the same surroundings where 
he wrote “Ben Hur,” “The Fair God” 
and ‘The Prince of India.’”’ He has al- 
ready finished several hundred pages, 
and has, perhaps, that much more to 
write. 

General Wallace is now 77, and is still 
fin his intellectual prime. He has been 
in the thick of political, military and 
literary life since the Mexican war, in 
which he served as a lieutenant. He did 
noble work during the civil war, enter- 
ing the northern army as a colonel] and 
rising to be major general. He was one 
of the court which tried the assassins 
of Lincoln, and president of that which 
convicted Wirz, the head of the Ander- 
Sonville prison. Tater on he was sent 
on a secret mission to Mexico by Gen- 
eral Grant, and in 1881 was made our 
minister to Turkey by President Garfield. 
Before he went to Turkey, Genera] Wal- 
lace had written “The Fair God’ and 
“Ben Hur. a Tale of the Christ.”’ During 
his stay there he collected the materials 
for “The Prince of In@ia.’’ which is now 
dramatized and which will probably be 
presented on the stage during the coming 
winter. : 

“Ben Hur” at Home. 

T went out to Crawfordsville yesterday 
and spent several hours with General 
Wallace chatting with him about him- 
self and his work. Ha lives in the heart 
of Crawfordsville in a comfortable home 
surrounded by seven acres of magnifi- 
cent beeches and elms, which were al- 
ready large trees when the Declaration 
of Independence was signed. Much of 
his writing during the summer has been 
done under these trees, and under one 
old beech especially he wrote a great 
part of “Ben Hur." This tree stands 
some distance from his housesand at the 
corner of his library, which is. perhaps, 
the most remarkable of the literary 
work shops of the United States. 

The library was built by the general 
several years ago. I remember his tell- 
ing me that it was in course of construc- 
tion when I talked with him at St, Louis 
at the time of President McKinley’s 
first nomination. It is a one-story struc- 
ture of brick and stone, with a roof of 
giass and bronze plates. It is lighted 
from the top, and its surroundings are 
such that its owner Can close the door 
and be as far away from the nolses of 
modern civilization as though he were 
in the heart of the Rocky mountains. 
The structure is fireproof and it contains 
the general's treasures in fine editions 
and valuable manuscrits. It has but 
one room, which 1s lined with shelves 
abuve which pictures hang. 

How Walace Writes. 

There is a desk in the center of the 
room, but General Wallace does all his 
work on a low rocker, writing upon a 
lap board which just fits across the 
square arms of the chair. The lap board 
{fs covered with chamois skin to keep 
the papers from slipping off and the seat 
is so arranged to bring it at the right 
height for writing. 

The yeneral uses a lead pencil for his 
first draft. He writes a beautiful hand 
even now, in his seventy-eighth year, 
and his manuscript looks like copper 
plate. He always uses the same kind o 
paper, cut to sheets of such a size that 
each will make a page of the completéd 
book. He numbers these pages consecu- 
tixely’ so that he knows just how far 
along he is with the work upon which he 
is engaged. He tells me that he writes 
slowly, revising each day the work of 
the day before, and when a chapter or 
paragraph is not satisfactory, throwing 
it away and writing it over again, “It 
fs better,” he said, “to destroy unsatis- 
factory work than to try to patch it up 
here and there.” After his manuscript 
is finished it is carefully copied, being 
arranged and punctuated just as il & 
to be in the published book. Nothing is 
jeft to the judgment of the printers.

GULLS CROSS THE PACIFIC 


In the Wake of Transports and Get 
the Crumbs Thrown Overboard. 
(From The Sa. Francisco Chronicle.) 
We are proud of our great ocean liners 
and the speed fhat they make, a speed 
which has made foreign countries ridicu- 
lously near and hag brought the nations 
close together. To the people of a hun- 


dred years ago the story that a vessel 
could cross the broad Pacific within a 
month would seem like the sheerest 
fancy of a romancer. Yet at that time 
sea gulls existed as they do at the pres- 
ent day, and they made their long trips 
| without provoking any especial comment. 
| Today it is looked upon as nothing very 
‘marvelous that birds are able to fly from 
America to Asia and back again. But if 
we pause to consider it, the feat is really 
something, after all. 

These birds are especially fond of the 
United States army transports, for these 
ships carry Many men, who, denied the 
taste for books which renders an ocean 
journey less tedious and ‘having limited 
‘facilities for deck sport, take to feeding 
| the gulls as a pastime. When one of the 
‘big vesels leaves the Golden Gate and 
|passes the Farallone islands a hundred 
‘or more brown bodies, with long, sweep- 
‘ing wings, leave their resting place and 
|take up the flight in the wake of the 
| transport. 

Then some soldier who has made the 
trip before says: “Here come ti sea 
|gulls. We'd better feed them if we want 
a quick passage this trip,” and many 
soldiers invade the steward’s premises 
and gather up the waste bread and 
victuals. 

The birds seem to know when they 
are to be fed, for they come flying in 
ever-narrowing circles until they are 
within a ghort distance of the ship. Then 
the food ‘begins to fall on the waters, and 
the brown-winged forms swoop eagerly 
down upon the waves and seize what 
has been thrown forth. This is con- 
tinued until the food is exhausted, and 
then the soldiers go below, leaving the 
gulls to get away with their food as they 
fly. They never seem to rest, these queer 
birds. Day after day they follow the 
ship, cleaving the air with swift wings,

It followed the boat to Honotulu, 
to Guam and finally to Manila. Where 
it rested during the two weeks the Logan 
lay in Manila is not known, but when 
the vessel turned on its homeward 
course, bound for Nagasakki, the first 
day out found this gull, easily distin- 
guishable by a fleck of white on its 
neck, resting on the stern. As its favor- 
ite soldied did not appear, the gull 
graciously allowed others to feed it, and 
continued its trip with the ship until 
the Logan passed the Farallone islands. 

A peculiar incident was one that oc- 
curred on the R. M. 8S. Athenian on her 
last trip from Yokohama to Vancouver. 
Five days out, 1,000 miles from land in 
any direction, a little owlet alighted on 
the deck and was captured. by the sec- 
ond steward. It was a baby owl, a little 
bundle of brown and white feathers, and 
it’ blinked its eyes in the daylight ag it 
rested contentedly in the cage which the 
steward provided.

AMERICANS BUY HISTORIC HOMES 


Show Places of United. Kingdom Owned by Multi-Millionaires---Astor Buys the Home of Ill-Fated Anne Boleyn

Some of the great show places of the 
United Kingdom are now the property 
of men who made their fortunes in the 
United Statee 

Among the places tenanted by Amert- 
cans is Skibo castle, which has been 
leased by Andrew Carnegie from Evan 
Charles Sutherland. 

Battle abbey, with traditions running 
back to the Norman conquest, and owned 
by Sir Charles Webster. has been leased 
by M. P. Grace, a wealthy New Yorker. 

Mrs. Adair, a very wealthy American 
Woman, owns Glenveagn castle. wich 
is one of the most picturesque places 
ir the United Kingdom 

Two historic places are owned hy W 
W. Astor, who draws his income from 
New York real estate. These places 
are Cleveden house and Hever castle. 
The latter place is famous as the home 
of Anna Baleyn, «me of the ill-fated 
wives of Henry VIII, who beheaded his 
Wives and defied the pope. 

James Van Alen, of New York, has 
recently leased Rushton hall. As stated 
in a recent issue of The Constitution, 
this is, historically, one of the most 
interesting mansiéns of the Englisb 
ceunty gentry still existing. 

In this instance the new man who has 
acquired the old acres has become the 
Owner of romantic family traditions of 
which any American millionalre might 
be proud. 


It was in 1828 that workmen who were | 


employed in pulling down a very thick 
partition wall in the passage leading 
from the great hall at Rushton discov- 
ered a jarge recess in the center of it. 


In this secure hiding place there had | 


been walled up an enormous bundle of 
manuscripts, account books and Catholic 
theological works, all in a good state of 
preservation, and but little injured by 
damp. 

A selection from this antiquarian treas- 
ure trove may be found among the pub- 
lications of the historical manuscripts 
commission, having been confided to that 
body by W. Clarke-Thornhill, whose 
family had been for a century the owners 
of the mansion. 


Recusant or Loyalist. 

The secret of these hidden papers is 
briefly this: Sir Thomas Tresham, the 
owner of Rushton hall, was one of the 
leading Roman Catholics in the reign of 
Flizabeth, and though he was foremost 
in protesting his loyalty to the throne, 
he had to suffer heavy fines and several 
terms of imprisonment as a recusant. 

He died a few weeks before the gun- 
powder plot. in which there is no reason 
to suppose ne was in any way impli- 
cated, but his eldest son, Francis Tres- 
ham, was one of its leading spirts, and 
his arrest shortly after his father’s death 
seems to have thrown the household at 
Rushton into consternation. 

A mass of correspondence between the 
years 1576 and 1606, quite free from any 
taint of conspiracy or treason, was in 
that time of panic thrown into this se- 
eret recess, and hurriedly walled up, 
where it remainéd for more than two 
centuries, until its accidental discovery 
in 1828. 

One result of this historical cache has 
been to preserve copies of some half- 
dozen Catholic tracts which are of ex- 
ceeding rarity. One of them, entitled 
“The Spiritual Conflict, written in Ital- 
fan by a devout servant of God, and 
lately translated into English out of the 
same language,” is absolutely unique. Its 
euthor signed himself ‘‘Your servant in 
Chirst, Hierome Counte of Portia, the 
elder,’’ and it was printed at Antwerp in 
1598. 

No English library contains a copy of 
this rare bibliographic find, although 
Lambeth palace and the Cambridge uni- 
versity library have copies of later edi- 
tions. 

An Ancient Riddle. 

Another scarce black-letter pamphlet, 
which otherwise is only found in the 

British museum, is entitled “A Declara- 
tion set forth ‘by the French Kinge, shew- 
ing his pleasure concerning the new trou- 
bles in his Realme. Translated out of 
French into English by E. A. London, 
Imprinted by John Wolfe, dwelling in 
Distaffe-lane, neere the signe of the Cas- 
tell, 1585.” 

But the documents accompanving these 
forgotten polemical tracts are of special 
interest, as throwing light upon the fa- 
mous triangular lodge at Rushton, whose 
plan and emblematical devices and nu- 
merals have long exercised the ingenuity 
of many antiquaries. 

Sir Thomas Tresham, it has been said, 
enffered much or his fidelity to con- 
science, and it was while imprisoned as 
a “recusant”’ at Ely that he first thought 
of the building of this three-sided stone 
lodge, which is one of the curiosities of 
Mr. van Alen’s new estaie. 

By its shape he meant to symbolize the 
Trinity, and also by a play upon 
very popular in that age, his own name, 
spelled ‘““Tres-same.” This symbolism of | 
the numeral ‘3° constantly appears in, 
the curious structure. 
trefoil (or ‘‘truffle,”’ 
his steward calls it).

The three words, ‘‘tres unum sunt,’ 
appear among the symbols; in the first 
place Sir Thomas tells us that. they 
“manifest’’ the Trinity, while the equal 
length of the letters in each word indi- 
cates the Trinity in unity. Again, the 
first and last letters give his own initials, 
“T, T." The word “Eeli,”” he points out, 
is the “word used by our Lord at the 
time of his most bitter passion,’’ and 
it is the name of the pldce where Sir 
Thomas had been confined for conscience 
sake, 

His mind was fertile in quaint devo- 
tional conceits. Certain triangles are 
divided into thirty-three spaces, ‘being 
the number of Christ's age for years,’’ 
and ‘33’’ is one of his favorite symbols 
of the Savior. Here, again, 
the sacred number ‘“3,’’ merely dupli- 
eated. 

Another of his triangles has 78 divi- 
sions, this being the number of the gene- 
rations fr6mim Adam to Christ. Another 
favorite number in this Christian cabbala 
‘is “‘l11,’’ obtained from the initia] ‘‘J’s’’ 
or Jesus, Jesu, Jesum, which he tells us 
“collected in arithmetical wise’’ make lI, 
10 and !00, or III.

The Japanese minister of war has granted permission to a 
dozen of its secretaries to carry on Christian work among the soldiers in the field. 
In Brazil the local associations have formed a general ‘“‘bund,’”’ and active work has 
been begun in Cuba. New buildings have been erected in Colombo, Ceylon; Seoul, 
Korea; Nagasak!, Japan, and :n Shanghai, China. And now Minister Barreit, In 
Panama, extends a welcome in the name of that little republic to the Young Men’‘s 
Christian Association, asking the nat'ona!l body to plant its work along the line of 
the Panama canal, where many thousands of employees from many nationalities will 
te congregated without any other religious agency to guide, restrain or comfort 
them. The latter willstrongly appeal to our citizens, and doubtless the work will 
g00n be estabished where its operations cannot help being, fruitful. 


While at home and fn Engiand there is a present relaxing of Sunday observance, 
upon the continent of Europe the masses are reaching out to 
which our own people are, it would seem, becoming indifferent. France, Switzerland, 
and Spain have ail recently agitated restrictive legislation, in two of these coun- 
tries guarding Sunday rest and securing to men immunity from that toil which fs 
being heaped upon their shoulders here. In Spain a la%v was recently passed clos- 
ing all wine shops and tie bull rng on the Lord's Day. Despite the popular 
clamor of the turbulent classes tae pecplie generally have backed up this legisla- 
tion bs public and expressed approval: and it is said that the bull fight has 
been seen in Madrid, it was only On Sunday that these exhibitions were 
profitable to the managers. The Swiss law, or rather the cantonal regulation which 
went into effect in Geneva September |, is marked by certain curious provisions 
intended to please the radicai, sccular element, but on the whole {t {ts favorable 
to Sunday rest and quiet. It would be a strange change were Europeans to adopt 
our American Sunday and we let down the bars to the entrance of the continual 
toll and dissipation.

The verdict came as a climax t® one of 
the most important trials that has been 
| tried in Virginia in recent years. None 
has aroused deeper interest or been more 
closely followed by the people. 

One particularly sad feature of the trial 
was the fact that McCue had for years 
been a lawyer at the bar before which 
he was tried and convicted and had been 
'on friendly relations with most of those 
identified with the trial. 

The jury evinced the greatest interest, 
even questioning the witnesses. The 
| judge shook hands with the prisoner and 
the relatives who surrounded him just 
before he was taken to jail. 
Story of Crime. 

The crime for which McCue was tried 
and convicted was committed on the 
night of September 4. Mr. and Mrs, Mc- 
‘Cue had gone to church, returning ‘home 
about 9 p. m. Shortly afterwards Mrs. 
| McCue’s body, clad in a night robe, was 
! found in a bath tub filled with water, 

Mr. McCue told those who came in 
that some one had entered the house and 
that he had been knocked senseless and 
his wife probably killed. An investiga- 
' tion led to the arrest on the charge of 
lmurder of the man who only four days 
i before had retired from the _ highest 
office in the city. 

Mrs. McCue had received the contents 
of a shotgun in her breast, a sufficient 
wound to cause instant death, but, in 
addition, she had been struck a heavy ; 
blow on the head, cutting one ear nearly 
in two. Throughout his trouble McCue 
has had the support of his brothers.
